Two things generally. you muſt marke for the uſe of this 
booke ; Firſt, the erus uncerſtanding ut it in the marter; Secondly, the manner. of 
learning it, if thou bee only a Seh1ller;chen theorder oftenching ir, if thou be 
allo a-teacher. And for the firſt where I profefle rorteach with firre more caſe and 
pleaſure to the learner ; and therefore with greater ſpeed than oth*rs,underſtand 
th: reaſon, Thou haſt bur two principall things tg Jearne; to 1 pell truly any word 
of one ſyllable.and to divide truly any word of many:For the firſt Thave diſpoſed

ſome write. malicrons, deriving, it ſrom mal:ce,other write malttions as from the La- 
tine Mal:t1oſis,So ſome write German from the Latine, fom*s Ge.'aine from the 
French. Neither doe I deale with proper names, ftrange words of Art in feverall 
| Sciences,nor the unknowne'termes of peculiar Co :ntrics. (1: they differ from or- 
dinary rules)unlefle ſomerimes on ſome ſpeciall occafion I know ere rh's'thyz thire 
teſt that arr a teacher,ro hetre how thou mayeſt wich more ele and profit tcach 
an hundred Schollers, than before forty; follow my advice anc 1 warrant thee ſuc- 
ceſſe. Lerevery one of thy Schollers (forthe beſt thou haſt ſhall !earne char here 
which he never knew, neither necdeth hee any other for Englith) provide and uſe 
this book,then divide thy Schollers in 2,3,cr 4. ſorts as thy Numbcr is (for more 
thounecdeſt nor, although thont haſt a huntred Schollers) and place ſo many of 
them as are neareſt of like bohadnelle in one Leflon or fourme, as in Grammar 
Scholes ; And fo goc throughthe whole number, not making-above foure com- 
paniesat the moſt;{o that thou ſhalt have but foure LeQures to heate, though thou 
haſt an hundred Schollers, where, before thou hadſt forty Ic ures though bur forty 
Schollers.
